programs, the organization can no 
longer operate. 

There just aren’t enough people. 

The arts council's president, 
Michelle Morrissey has stated if the 
organization can’t find at least five 
more board members in August, the 
Fort Erie Arts Council will disband. 

It would be a shame to see the 
Fort Erie Arts Council go, but like 
many other service clubs, the 
organization is having difficulty 
finding the reliable volunteers it 
needs to keep operating. 

Groups like the Fort Erie Arts 
Council, the Fort Erie Optimist Club, 
the local chapters of the Kinsmen, 
Kinettes, Lions and Lioness clubs and 
other community organizations rely 
on volunteers to organize community 
events.

A Niagara-based youth 
group is celebrating new leg¬ 
islation that encourages 
families to live healthier 
lifestyles. 

REACT, a youth-led group 
that provides peer education 
and advocates for healthy 
lifestyles in Niagara, held a 
beach bash in Crystal Beach 
last Wednesday to raise 
awareness of new legislation 
the Ontario government has 
passed, which is called the 
Making Healthier Choices 

“Part of the bill states that 
restaurant chains with 20 or 

required to have calorie 
counts on their menus for all 
the items,” said Melinda Mit- 
terhauser, a member of 
REACT. “It will make a big 
difference when teens are 
choosing what they eat 
because they will see what 


they are getting in terms of 
making healthy choices.” 

Mitterhauser said the new 
bill addresses “a number of 
different issues.” 

Under the Making Health¬ 
ier Choices Act, it is illegal to 
use e-cigarettes in desig¬ 
nated non-smoking area and 

places where tobacco sales 
are prohibited. It's also ille¬ 
gal to display or promote 
e-cigarettes in places where 
e-cigarettes or tobacco is 
sold. 

Under the new legislation, 
selling e-cigarettes to any¬ 
one under the age of 19 has 
been banned. The sale of fla- 
vored tobacco products, 
with a temporary exemption 
for menthol-flavored prod¬ 
ucts has also been banned. 

The event featured food, 
games and prizes to educate 
the public on the passing of 
the new bill.
